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ABSTRACT 

The Narasapur Forests lie between 77°35-78° 55' E longitudes and 17° 34-18° 20' N 
latitudes. Botanical explorations were undertaken in this area during the months of 
September, 1958 and April, 1959. 

The top soil is sandy to clayey loam with rocks consisting of pink and grey granites. The 
climate is moist and hot, the temperature varying from 14°C to 40°C. The annual rainfall is 

91 cm., mainly precipitated by south-west monsoon. 

The vegetation of this region presents the scrub jungle at low elevations with dominant 
species Gymnosporia spinosa associated with Diospyros melanoxylon and Lagerstroemia parviflora. Patches 
of grasslands in the scrub jungle show herbs like Borreria hispida. Phyla nodiflora and Striga ettphra- 
sioides and grasses Chloris virgata and Iseilema laxum. As the altitude rises the scrub jungle gradually 
changes into mixed deciduous forests. The transitional zone is characterised by large popula¬ 
tions of Cissus adnata.. Butea monosperma is the dominant species in these forests associated with 
Madhuca indica, Tectona grandis and Terminalia bellerica. The undergrowth is mainly formed by 
Bridelia montana, Cleistanthus collims, Olax scandens, Habmaria platyphylla and Sclerocarpus africanus. ' The 
lakes and ponds present large populations of Aponogeton natans, Lagarosiphon altemifolius and 
Nymphaea stellata. 

Families Leguminosae, Gramineae and Gyperaceae are well represented in the flora of this 
region. 


Introduction 


The Narasapur range of forests are situated in the 
Meuak District, Andhra Pradesh and iie between 77° 35' 
and 78°55' E longitudes and between 17°34' and 18°20 / 
N latitudes. The forests remained botanically under¬ 
explored so far, though Patridge (1911), Sayeedud-Din 
(1935, 1938, 1941), Suxena (1944-46) and Khan (1953) 
made contributions to flora of the former Hyderabad 
State. Botanical explorations were undertaken in this 
area during the months of September, 1958 and April, 
1959. The present paper deals with the vegetation of 
this region as observed during these two explorations, 
the itineraries of which are as follows:

Geology, Rock and Soil 


Geologically this area is Archean. The principal rock

formation consists of pink and grey granites with their 
metamorphic (gneissic) variations. Laterization of the 
parent rock is also noticeable. The top soil in the forest 
is composed of brownish sandy to clayey loams. Occa¬ 
sional patches of black cotton soil are met with here and 
there. Humus is conspicuously absent. 

Climate 

The climate is moist and hot, the temperature varying 
from 14°C to 43°C. The hottest months are April and 
May when the day temperature remains at 43 °C and 
occasionally rises up to 45 °C. The break of monsoon 
brings about a rapid fall in the temperature. The alti¬ 
tude in this area reaches a maximum of 750 meters. The 
prevailing winds are from the west and south-west 
between October* and May. The dry east wind blowing 
from November to March desiccates the forest floor. 
The average annual rainfaii is about 91 cm. and is main¬ 
ly precipitated by the south-west monsoon between June 
and September. 


Vegetation 

The vegetation is mainly composed of scrub jungle 
interspersed with grasslands at lower elevations and 
mixed deciduous forests at higher elevations. Many 
aquatic and semi-aquatic plants were also observed in 
lakes, tanks and marshy fields. 

The scrub jungle is situated at the foot of the hills 
where the surface soil is a very shallow layer of sandy or 
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gravelly loam which is eroded in exposed regions. The 
vegetation of this area is characterised by shrubs and 
undershrubs like Acacia pennata, Cassia auriculata, C. 
tora, Diospyros melanoxylon, Dodonaea viscosa, Gym- 
nosporia spinosa Lantana camara var. aculeata, 
Zizyphus oenoplia, and Z. xylopyrus. A few small trees 
or large shrubs like Acacia leucophloea, Lagerstroemia 
parvifiora and Lannea coromandelica are also common. 
A striking feature here is the occurrence of large popu¬ 
lations of Gymnosporia spinosa and Diospyros melano¬ 
xylon which form the dominant species of this region. 

Patches of grassy meadows in the scrub jungle present 
numerous small herbs like Biophytum sensitivum , 
Borreria hispida, B. stricta. Phyla nodiflora and Striga 
euphrasioides and herbaceous grasses such as Chloris 
virgata, Eragrostis natans, Heteropogon contortus, 
Iseilema laxum and Melanocenchrus royleana. 

As the altitude rises the scrub jungle gradually changes 
into the mixed deciduous type of forests. The transitional 
zone is characterized by large populations of Cissus 
adnata . The floristic composition of these forests com 
sists of trees like Albizzia amara. A. odoratissima. Butea 
monosperma,, Dalbergia paniculata, Madhuca indica, 
Tectona grandis, Terminalia arjuna, T. bellerica, T. 
tomentosa and Wrightia tinctoria. The dominant species 
is Butea monosperma. Many erect and scandent shrubs 
and herbs constitute the undergrowth in these forests. 
The common shrubs are Bridelia montana, B. retusa, 
Cleistanthus collinus, Grewia flavescens, Melan- 
thesa rhamnoides, Nyctanthes arbortristis, Olax 
scandens, Ventilago calyculata and Zizyphus mauri- 
tiana. Plants like Blepharispermum subsessile, Justicia 
glauca. J. procumbens, J. prostrata. Physalis minima and 
Sclerocarpus africanus form the herbaceous undergrowth 
of the forest floor. Habenaria platyphylla is also 
common in these forests. 

In Narasapur area, there are many lakes, ponds and 
small puddles, all containing several aquatic and semi- 
aquatic plant species. The common floating and sub¬ 
merged plants are Aponogeton natans, Hy dr ilia verti- 
cillata, Ipomoea aquatica, Jussiaea suffruticosa, 
Lagarosiphon alternifolius, Lemna paucicostata and 
Nymphaea stellata ; of these the most dominant species 
is Aponogeton natans. A marshy vegetation including 
several sedges, rushes and grasses is found along the 
margins of these ponds. Some of the common plants here 
are Monochoria vaginalis , Pseuaoraphis aspera, Scirpus 
grossus, S. supinus and Typha angustata. In paddy 
fields, Asteracantha longifolia, Caesulia axillaris, Dopa- 
trium junceum, Drosera indica, Habenaria marginata, 
Ilysanthes serrata and Sopubia delphinifolia are com¬ 
monly seen as weeds. In the summer months the lakes, 
tanks and paddy fields dry up and these plants 
disappear. 

It will be seen from the table (given below) that 
families like Leguminosae, Gramineae, Cyperaceae, 
Compositae and Euphorbiaceae are well represented in 
the flora of this region; Leguminosae is the dominant 
family with the largest number of species.
